City Ordinance Gives Equal (?) 
Protection To “Autos For Hire”

The recent city council 
move to end the long time ar- 
tifical differences between 
taxicab and auto for hire 
licenses has come under fire 
by black cab owners and 
drivers.

He said that the 
passage of the ordinance is 
not a racial issue though the 
whole “dual system" might 
have been set up in the 
beginning for such reasons. 
Said James Birchmore, 
president of the Auto for Hire 
Club, the auto for hires were 
created in the late forties to 
keep blacks out of the white 
cabs. Previously Cincinnati 
Yellow Cab Co. had a special 
fleet to pick up black fares. 
When that was for some 
reason phased out, an auto 
for hire license became the 
only course open: to: blacks 
who wanted to drive cabs in 
Cincinnati.

The illustrious Roy Wilkins 
“said on tast Thursday 
evening, “we are getting 
tired, satisfied, apethetic and 
have decided to coast 
awhile.” Such are the com- 
ments heard from time to time 
from various corners of the 
country. “But,” Mr. Wilkins 
continued, “those people 
who drive ahead are those 
who are never satisfied." He 
continued to say that we must 
rise above the crowd and 
have the optimism that 
changes can occur but con- 
tinuous perserverence must 
remain obdurant 

Roy Wilkins, the silver 
haried, slightly stooped sep- 
tuagenarian warrior and 
executive director of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) addressed 
the better than 350 persons in 
attendance at the annual 
NAACP . Freedom . Fund 

“Banquet hetd’ inthe spacious 
and beautiful undercroft of 
Phillips Temple CME Church, 
Dayton Mr. Wilkins 
nisced at length during 
the earlier moments of his 
delivery. He reminded his 
listeners that the NAACP has 
persisted for 65 years. A life 
time for many, and it still 
remains, in his opinion, “the 
most powerful organization 
of its kind in the world.” 

Many times when the road 
appeared darkest the NAACP 
refused to give up according 
to Wilkins. “Changes in ap- 
proaches to problem-solving 
and addressing itself to the 
needs of the people have 
been modified and re- 
assessed." Seventy - five 
percent of black Americans 
now live in urban areas 
resulting in programs to meet 
such needs as unem- 
ployment, public education, 
housing and day care cen- 
ters. The project rebound, a 
program designed to give 
supportive help to recently 
released felons or ex- 
offenders who need coun- 
seling are the new forward 
look of NAACP. Wilkins pin- 
pointed centers located in 
New York, Flint, Michigan 
and Cleveland. 

Adoption programs have 
been set up in Georgia to 
help with the massive 
problem of black babies. The 
backlog was overwhelming 
however, Wilkins mentioned 
that the NAACP involvement 
cut the work load propor- 
tionatey so that a year's work 
was eliminated. Thus, giving 
“new babies to new families.” 
The program waS so” suc- 
cessful that the NAACP bas 
been invited ‘to set up a 
similar program in a neigh- 
boring state. . 

Mr. Wilkins mitdly~ad- 


monished the audience when’ 


he stated that “anyone who 
perceives that the fight is 
over, has not been around 
long." The fight for equality 
still persist and using the rise 
in unemployment hitting 6 
percent, Wilkins referred to a 
statement made by Arthur 
Burns of the Federal Reserve 
Board to the effect that to get 
this level or percentage the 
federal government should 
turn out 800,000 jobs’ Black 
unemployment is 2 JQ 3 times 


the national ratef or 12-18 
percent. 
Mr. Wilkins focused on 


several issues of interest to 
this particular audience 
which was predominently 
black. The pardon of Richard 
Nixon, the ‘former president, 
was viewed as President 
Gerald Ford's way of “doing 
the best he could,” that he 
(Ford) is a “moral man and 
means good.’ However, 
President Ford's work on in- 
flation will not change’ over 
night the tide we are laboring 
under at the present time. 
‘The role of black elected 
officials and the recent elec- 
ption were viewed as 
wholesome and a healthy 
sign. Mr. Wilkins mentioned 
that Kenneth Gibson, Mayor 
of Newark, New Jersey, said 
to the 3100 delegates at the 
past NAACP convention in 
New Orleans that it would ap- 
pear to many that he and/or 
other black mayors were 
elected on “racial emotions” 
but once you are there (elec- 
ted) one soon finds a “hell of 
a lot more problems besides 
black problems.” The whole 
operation of city hall and its 
multiplicity of problems is an 
invaluable training ground. 
He ventured aloud that

we're still here and con- 
tinuing to carry on,” He also 
mentioned that any effort to 
organize and sustain a black 
political party outside of the 
American system would be 
“fatal” in his opinion 
ee eee 

The personable and ar- 
ticulate Rev. Mr. Marshall 
Gilmore, pastor of Phillips 
Temple CME Church and for- 
mer president of the Dayton 
chapter presided over the 
program and moved it along 
expeditiously affable 
Clarence E. Bowman, current 
president of the Dayton chap- 
ter, acknowledged the head 
table guests and other city, 
state, civic and political 
leaders ... Jamies H. McGee, 
Mayor of Dayton, reminded 
the audience in his 
welcoming remarks “that Roy 
Wilkins is one of the few men 
who has seen his work come 
fo fruition in his own 
lifetime." Mayor McGee 
refreshed the memory of 
those who were unfamiliar 
with the past battles of the 
NAACP, He also gave Mr. 
Wilkins a medallion from the 
city of Dayton in recognition 
for his outstanding con- 
tributions toward human 
equality and justice ... Tall, at- 
tractive, red haired Miley O. 
Williamson executive direc- 
tor of the local chapter is a 


very a) ge and out going 
person. Mrs. Williamson has 
been the mainstay of the 
Dayton Branch for many 
years, and has served on 
many committees on the state 
and national level. 

Judge Bush Mitchell, 
Dayton Municipal Court, 
presented an award to Cara 
Matson, NAACP board mem- 
ber, for his consistency.

Id stuff: “The Sermon,” “Softly As the ‘Summer Breeze,” 
‘One O'clock Jump,” “After Hours,” and the like. 

| got into Smith during high school, around like 1960, 
when a teacher suggested the Sermon, which 4 wore out 
istening to Blakey, Brooks, Burrell, Donaldson.and Morgan. 
After that, | went back and listened to their individual stuff, 
singularly and with others: one, because it was easy to listen 
io old stuff then, and two, because | got to know just about 
pverybody that was anybody in jazz. | sort of know Smith in 
chronological order, and frankly Black Smith obscures that 
chronology. . 

The sightless producers, Michael Viner and Jerry 
Peters, must have had some other person in mind, perhaps 
like Virgil Fox Playing the Pop Scene and Assorted Miscellany, 
the kind of thing you push off on an easy listening station. 

Besides that, the programme is tired: “Hang ‘em High” 
comes from an outmoded source; Rast is a rearrangement 
by the producers of a Bachian theme that is badly organized 
and played with no consciousness of the tonal qualities 
usually accorded the Master; “Ooh Poo Pah Doo” and 
“Something You Got” are also rather used up compositions 
that were initially used as “fillers” during their heydays; 
“Wildflower” has been over-recorded and too casually un- 
der-produced here; and.“I'm Gonna Love You Just a Little Bit 
More Babe” is rarely recorded by anybody, Including its 
composer Barry White; and like in the past where Smith has 
paraphrased Miss Franklin, his “Groovin’’ lacks the obvious 
luster of his “R-E-S-P-E-C-T,” a song Otis Redding swears 
that Aretha “just took this song away. . .” from him - and 
everybody knows how well she took it, just sort of grabbed it, 
messed-with it a bit, brak@uit-downy.294. the direc- 
tion of rhythm.& blues.music, having-it_n Soul. 

in fact, Her Majesty effectively redefined its. structure, 
reordered its basic message, and “socked it to the rest of the 
world.” ‘ 

That leaves one other item, “Pipeline,” the only in- 
stance where Smith does anything like serious playing, and 
here he's really about the business of shucking and IWing. 
When he sings, he's okay; when he plays, he’s not so g' i 
and when he’s adding wah-wahs to guitars, he stoops too far 
down. Its more like listening to a bootleg performance of 
Bach's “Cantata No. 140.” 

Stepping out of caricature for a moment, | need to

Church To Remove 
Baptism As ‘Must’ 


Nine U.S. religious bodies 
taking part in a movement 
toward full union through the 
Consultation on Church 
Union were asked here Nov. 8 
to pledge themselves to work 
toward removal of any restric- 
tions to the “receiving into 
full membership" baptized 
members of any of the other 
Participating churches. 

In the closing session of its 
<12th Plenary here, the Con- 
“sultation adopted “An Af- 

pear ahAnbON OREDUINE® “Tettiech o 
Recognition of Members” 
which calls on its parti- 
cipating communions to "“af- 
firm that membership in a 
particular church is full par- 
ticipation in the whole People 
of God.” 

Other actions during the 
five-day meeting included a 
renewed emphasis on 
building from. the. local and 
regional level up in the effort 
to achieve union, a con- 
tinuing drive for elimination 
of racism in_the churches, 
and a new concern for the 
role of women. 

Consultation leaders said 
that while the action on mem- 
bership is not greatly “dif- 
ferent to the present prac-. 
tices in most of the nine chur- 
ches, it does mark the first 
time they have been asked to 
positive'y affirm that all who 
are baptized into any of the 
churches are members of 
“His universal Church” and 
therefore is a landmark in the 
ecumenical movement. 

“The basis for working 
together in councils of chur- 
ches is.their common con- 
fession of Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Savior, but 
statements by these bodies 
intentionally have left open 
the question of how they view 
one another as churches,” 
according -to -the- Rev. Dr. 
Gerald F. Moede, general 
secretary of the Consultation. 

The action here also 
signifies the first time that the 
churches taking part in the 
Consultation have been 
asked to make this affirma- 
tion to one another within 
COCU. Dr. Moede noted. 

The proposal, and a series 
of supporting study questions 
relating to the implications of 
the step, now will go to each 
of the Consultation member 
.churches for study and ac- 
tion. * 

United Methodist delegates 
were among only a few of the 
90 voting delegates opposing 
the action. Bishop Jesse 
DeWitt of Sun Prairie, Wisc., 
Chairman of the delegation, 
said the opposition was 
based-on the grounds that it 
did not go far enough and did 
not signify any lack of sup- 
port for the basic purpose of 
the Consultation. 

“itis our intention to take 
the Plenary action to respon- 

bls United Methodist - 
cies and to our General Con- 
ferefce in 1976 weeking to 
move forward in full commit- 
ment to the purpose that has 
brought COCU into being 
and the United Methodist 
Church as a participant mem- 
ber,” the United Methodist 
group said in a statement. 

In other actions, the.Con- 


continuing struggle to 
eliminate racism in: the chur- 
ches, specifying that the 


“issue of concern” is white 
racism. Specifically, the 
delegates voted to oppose 
racism in Christian educa- 
tion, structures and in- 
stitutions of the participating 
churches, local community 
experiments in unity and 
other COCU enterprises. 

The Consultation also 
backed strategies of “com- 
pensatory action,” which it 
said means “joint minietry 
now to overcome racism’ 

~and.-affizmed..a..principle_of 
majorities and minoe?:9s 
working together in 
developing such strategies. 

The Consultation’s Com- 
mission on Institutional 
Racism was asked to urge 
the churches to study racial 
patterns and practices within 
their own structures as to em- 
ployment in church-related 
institutions such as colleges 
and hospitals, investment 
practices and the use of in- 
stitutional power and resour- 
ces and report the results to 
COCU. 

Participating denomina- 
tions were urged to include 
Asian Americans, Hispanic 
Americans and Native 
Americans in all commissions 
afid other activities. It was 
recommended that the Con- 
sultation convene meetings 
of denominational pension 
executives, theological 
educators, church extension 
staff, home mission staff, 
communications staff and 
overseas mission executives 
in order to develop proposals 
for joint ministry to overcome 
racism. 

Turning to activities 
primarily at local and 
regional levels, the delegates 
urged congregations onward 
in two forms of COCU-- 
initiated experimental 
ministries--Interim.__ Euch- 
aristic Fellowships in- 
volving periodic gatherings at 
the Lord’s table among 
Christians of different chur- 
ches and races, and 
Generating Communities 
designed to provide possible 
“new model(s) of church 
union" at the local level. 

The Consultation’s task 
force on Interim Eucharistic 
Fellowships was urged to 
“redouble efforts to stimulate 
and inform prospective and 


present" fellowships. The. 


recommendations urge that 
such groups be “broadly in- 
clusive” in such categories 
as race, male and female, 
clergy and lay, and COCU 
and non-COCU churches.

WASHINGTON — One new 
black gressman and three 
new black state executive of- 

 ficaholders were among the 
blacks elected to top offices 
in the Noyember ‘5 election, a 
survey by the Joint Center for 
Political Studies shows. 

In addition, the state 
legislatures of at least three 
Southern states — Alabama, 
Georgia and South Carolina - 
- will have more black mem- 
bers than at any time since 
Reconstruction. eral other 
states elected new black 
legislators as well.

Ford, was elected to the state 
house of representatives. 

The Ford family owns a 
large funeral home in Mem- 
phis, which the newly elected 
congressman managed for 
eight years. He holds degrees 
in business administration 
from Tennessee State Univer- 
sity and Vanderbilt University. 

Ford's congressional 
district, which is 53 percent 
white, takes in most:of Mem- 
phis. It. has been represented 
since 1966 by Kuykendall, 
formerly a Procter and Gam- 
ble regional representative 
who has a conservative 


voting record. 
. A study by the Joint Center 
for Political Studies found 
that Kuykendall voted against 
the position of the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus 
‘on percent of votes of 
special intefest to blacks and 
the poor in the 1973 session 
of Congréss. 

Ford campaigned heavily 
on his opponent's close iden- 
tification’ with former 
President Nixon, Pre-election. 
polls indicated that the elec- 
torate was split along racial 
lines, with offly 12 percent of 
whites saying they supported 
Ford. 

With. the addition of the 
Tennessee congressman, the 
number of blacks.in the U.S. 
House of Representatives will 
go to 17. Ford is the third 
black member of Congress 

+ from the 11 states of the Old 
Confederacy, The others are 
Barbara Jordan of Texas and 
Andrew Young of Georgia, 
both first elected in 1972. 
All black congressional in- 
cumbents won re-election. 

In the state executives 
races, the victories of George 

Brown in Colorado and Mer- 
vyn Dymally in California, 
made them the first black 
lieutenant governors in the 
nation since Reconstruction. 

Brown, 48, has been a

Education In Lincoln Hgts. 


Second and third grade 
students at the all-black sub- 
urban Cincinnati community 
of Lincoin Heights showed 
marked increases in the at- 
tainment of reading skills 
when exposed to “The Elec- 
tric Company" for a year on a 
special closed - circuit 
videotape system, according 
to school officials there. 

Ernest Ector, principal of 
the 651 student Lincoin 
Heights Elementary School, 


said that. results of ‘stan- - 


dardized reading - achieve- 
ment . tests administered in 
1972 and 1973 showed that 
students had scored some 
remarkable gains. The tests 
revealed, he said, that second 
and third grade pupils ex- 
posed to the videotape 
system and The Electric 
Company were five and'six 
months more advanced in 
reading achisvement than 
non-viewing pupils in the 
same grades in earlier years. 

Standardized tests ad- 
ministered in 1974, he added, 
showed that the impact of the 
videotape system and The 
Electric Company had, for the 
most part, continued and in 
some cases increased over 
the 1972-73 school year, 
especially for last year's 
second graders. —— 

These results are in 
dramatic contrast to the 
situation four years earlier 
when 75 per cent. of Lincoin 


Heights district. students 
tested fow national 
achiev levels for their 


ages and grades, and some 
elementary school students

Ector credited the gains to 
an intensified reading 
Program at the school based 
mainly on the use by teachers 
of The Electric Company and 
the flexible videotape, system. 
One channel out of six 
available in Lincoln Heights 
Elementary School class- 
rooms is assigned to 
The Electric Company so that 
teachers may use it at any 
time during the day. 

The Electric Company, 
which is broadcast daily on 
the 250 stations of the Public 
Broadcasting System, enjoys 
a viewership estimated at 6.5 
million youngsters, about half 
watching in school and half 
at home. Estimates from 
nationwide studies by Florida 
State University researchers 
put the number of TV- 
equipped grade schools 
using the series at 58 per 
cent of the nation’s total. The 
series’ effectiveness as a 
teaching aid has been 
demonstrated in two nation- 
wide evaluations by the 
Educational Testing Service:

Lincoln Heights, an in- 
dustrial city of 7,000, is the 
largest all-black city in Ohio. 
Severe reading deficiencies 
among Lincoln Heights 
students were revealed in 
1970 when the Lincoln 
Heights School District was 
merged with its larger, more 
affluent and largely white 
neighbor, the Princeton City 
School District. 

Some gains in achievement 
tests were registered sub- 
sequently when school of- 
ficials -made efforts to 
upgrade the quality of 
education in Lincoln Heights. 
But, according to -Goter, the 
conclusive improvements 
began with the installation in 
the fall of 1972 of a closed— 
circuit videotape system 
suggested by Cincinnati's 
educational television 
station, WCET-TV.

It would be fairly easy to reduce the 
slarming rate of homicides in our major 
cities if our politicians could be per- 
suaded to pass rational and effective 
gun contro! laws, but neither the 

liticians nor the national mood is 

kely to soon produce such a sane 
solution 

In the United States the presently ac- 
cepted posture is thal everyone may 
possess a gun except felons, drug ad- 
dicts and children. Most other advan- 
ced nations believe that no person 
should own a gun unless, he has 
demonstrated a need for one, In con- 
trast with America’s New. York 
' England's London has so few killings 

While America as a whole suffers 
seriously trom murder and homicide 
the Black American is its outstanding 
victim, Until 1965 homicides had ‘been 
on the wane, bul since then, homicides 

have sharply increased. with some of 
the sharpest increases taking place in 
cities like Cleveland where the alar- 
ming rise has led the local clergy to 
mount a special, though yet ineffective, 
crusade to arrest it 

Without effective gun contro! laws, 
even the best police work is ineffective 
against murder, No matter how well 
satuated the crime-ridden areas may 
be, patro! cars cannot drive up stair- 
ways and into homes and apartments 
where most of the homicides occur 

For it is our friends and, frequently 
our relatives, who are responsible for 
most of the killings, While most people 
associate murders with hardened 
criminals; in reality, killings within the 
family make up an impressive amount 
of those committed each year 

For Black Americans, the most 
Significant factor in all this, is that ‘of 
our accelerating murder rate, most 
homicides involve Blacks, both as vic- 
tims and as killers. While Blacks make 
up slightly more than 11 percent of the 
population, they comprise more than 54 
percent of these charged with 
homicides. A Black male runs the risk 
of being a victim nearly six times as of- 
f ten as a white male; a Black woman 
! nearly eight times as often as a white 
woman, Relatively tew whites are vic- 
tims of Black killers 

As a result, there is less concern 
about the rising. rate of homicides 
among the white population, a parallel 
to the disinterest that the white 
population once displayed about the in- 
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Caldron For Homicide 


creasing use of drugs until the habit in- 
vaded the suburban communities of the 
nation a 

Let’s face it, tt is the combination of 
Poverty and ghetto environment that 
shapes this alarming picture of murder 
and homicide. No less an authority than 
Dr. Daniel Glaser, University of Illinois 
sociologist, has noted that the problem 
of black homicide and assault rates is 
primarily one of the racial apartheid of 
our cities, especially in the South, 
which until recent years had not only a 
sub culture of violence, but the most 
rigid form of segregation. Of late, this 
violent subculture has been transported 
into northern cities, where, in spite of 
claims of liberty and opportunity, the 
resistence to black modbility and 
progress is slowly accelerating 

Thus we are beginning to find that. 
many of the most successful blacks 
remain behind in the South, while those 
moving North often belong to broken 
families: their children growing up un- 
supervised on the streets or in a jungle 
of high rise complexes, 

Short of effective gun controls, then, 
what is the answer? 

Glazer suggests as a remedy thal we 
make every effort to bring blacks into 
the middle-class world. Then we would 
achieve a leavening of middle-class 
values. 

The best crime prevention program, 
these sociologists urge, is the anti- 
poverty program. 

Meanwhile, we are going to have to 
insist that the courts stiffen their at- 
titudes-and their sentences against 
killers; especially the killers of black 
men and women, which continue to 
reap a Narvest of wrist-slapping senten- 
ces where the victim and the killer are 
both black, 

Finally, we must rid ourselves of the 
popular notion that guns are a protec- 
tive device, and the widespread feeling 
that we must carry a weapon to protect 
ourselves, All too frequently, then, a 
solid citizen will take along a gun or 
knife to a neighborhood tavern, or to a 
“rent party,” and someone spills his 
drink and a murder ensues. 

Persuading the public to “Come from 
Crime to Christ" is a noble objective tor 
our clergy, but until more effective and 
immediate steps can be taken, this is a 
crusade that merits our earnest sup- 
port

They are even attem- 
pting to infiltrate National Guard units 
throughout the United States.

Rhodes’ Influence Sways 


Senate Vote For Housing 


Although former Gov. James A. Rhodes has not 
been officially declared the winner over Gov. John J, 
Gilligan, his influence was credited with the passage 
of a Gilligan sponsored bill during the one-day 
session of the Ohio Legislature last Tuesday. 

The Legislature convened for the sole purpose of 
enacting a bill empowering the Ohio Housing 
Development Board to issue tax-free bonds to provide 
for direct and indirect loans and loan guarantees for 
new housing for low and moderate Income tamities. 
* Republicans, who still control the Senate, were 
openly hostile toward the measure which had already 
been approved by the House. As the session got un- 
derway, word that Governor-elect Rhodes had some 

~ strong reservations about the constitutionality of the 
proposal begun circulation around the legislative 
chambers. 

Republicans, who lose Senate control at the up- 
coming 11th General Assembly, were obviously in no 
mood to go against the advice of the apparently elec- 
ted Republican governor, Thus it appeared for awhile 
that the Housing bill would fall by the wayside, A let- 


» ter from Rhodes, however, broke the impending 


stalmate and the Republican leadership immediately 
changed their attitude toward the measure. Rhodes’ 
letter, read by Senate Finance Chairman Max Dennis, 
Wilmington, stated that the bill was the best available 
solution to a difficult and serious situation at no cost 
to taxpayers. - 

In calling for passage of the measure, Rhodes, 
however, expressed some concern about its con- 
stitutionality. He expressed the feeling that the courts 
may-_find-sections making housing loan repayment a 
“moral obligation” of the state in event of default un- 
constitutional, ; y 

{f that should happen, Rhodes said he will propose 
a constitutional amendment after he takes office in 
January, The Senate then passed the bill by a vote of 
29 to 2. 

in becoming involved in the legislative hassle, it ap- 
peared on the surface, that Republican ‘Ahodes was 
bailing Democrat Gilligan out of a serious sitUation, 
Beneath the surface, however, one may find that 
Rhodes was actually defending his own ad- 
ministration and one of its pet projects. 

The Ohio Housing Development Board was created 
by Rhodes under legislation enacted the final year of 
his administration jn the fall,of 1970. The seven-man 
board was appointed by Rhodes, organized during his 
administration and was operating in full force when 
Gilligan took office in 1971. 

And now that he’s returning to the Governor's of- 
fice, it is understandable he wants to see the agency 
created in his image, provided with the necessary 
tools to do the best job humanly possible, Housing, 
throughout Rhodes eight years as Governor, was 


given top priority, Thus, assuming that Rhodes 15,000 -

Transit Aid Vital

Pushed by the energy crisis, high gas prices, and 
gasoline shortages, many people in 1974 left their 
cars at home and rode buses and trains instead. 

Enough of them did this to change the overall 
transportation picture somewhat— an almost eight 
percent increase in riders on mass transit lines during 
the course of the year. Not only that, but the numbers 
using mass transit facilities actually increased from 
month to month during the year. 

Since the big energy crunch came last winter, 
this means many people forced to use public tran- 
sport decided it was cheaper and as convenient as 
driving their own cars to work and stayed with their. 
new-found bus or train. 

The extraordinary part of the slow shift to public 
transport is that it has taken place in cities outside 
what is considered the natural environment for mass 
transit — the northeast. The American Public Transit 
Association reports ridership up 18 percent in San 
Diego, 23 percent in Jacksonville, Fla., and 62 percent 
in Tucson. 

All this doesn't mean a mass abandonment of the 
automobile, but it does mean that the prospects for 
public transportation are not as grim as they had ap- 
peared, The bloom has come off the road-building 
boom and the federal emphasis on highways should 
be changed to aiding and expanding the public tran- 
sportation network, 

There are signs that a public once opposed to 
federal mass transit aid has shifted its attitudes. The 
steady increase in ridership is one such indication. 

Another is the results of a New York State poll 
showing massive public support for mass {ransit aid, 
and nearly half of upstate replies favored aid to public 
transportation over more highway-building, although 
that area has always been highway-oriented. 

A third sign is the very real boom in subway con- 
struction and expansion of bus lines going on around 
the country. At least seventeen major cities are 
currently building or planning new rail transport

When you're buying a 
stove: 

Choose one with knobs dif- 
ficult for children to turn on.

Make sure a gas stove has 
pilot lights for the burners 
and the oven.

Wear tight-fitting clothes. 
Loose sleeves are the cause 
of most clothing fires which 
start at the stove: Use 
potholders, not towels, to 
move pots. Towels could 
brush across a burner and 
catch fire. 

Don't hang curtains or 
dishtowels close to the stove. 

If the oven has no pilot 
light, don't turn on the gas 
until you~ have lighted a 
match, Otherwise gas could 


Never use flammable 
liquids near a gas stove. The 
pilot light can easily ignite 
the vapors causing an ex- 
plosion, 

Never use a small pan on a 
large burner, The exposed 
part of the burner could ig- 


nite your clothing, and the, 


overheated pot handle could 
cause a bad burn. 

Have the gas company 
check any suspected gas 
leak immediately. 

Keep pilot light lit. 

Check controls on electric 
stoves to be sure they are off. 
A burner: can still be on even 
though it is not red. 

And with children around, 
don't store cookies or other 
foods attractive to them over 
the stove. Otherwise, they 
might climb on the stove and 
be severely burned.

Thus, Governor William 
Bradford of Plymouth Colony 
in the fall of 1621 issued a 
proclamation to his people 
declaring a day of prayerful 
thanksgiving for the harvest 
of that year.

DAVID WALKER 


David Walker believed if 
the white man refused to vol- 
untarily grant freedom to the 
slaves, the black man should 
use force in gaining freedom. 
in-4829 he published his first 
edition of “Walker's Appeal,” 
which proclaimed, “it is no 
more harm for you to kill the 
man who is trying to kill you, 
than it is for yoy to take a 
drink of water." 

Walker was born in 1785 to 
a free woman, which entitled 
him to freedom. After a time 
there was a $1,000 wanted 
dead of alive fine. out for him 
But, he fled to Canada where 
he died in 1830.

... Yes and that is the gospel truth. Read on my boxing 
tans. Ever since the first Negro boxer learned the art 
ot pugilism from, the sons of rich Southerners back 
from England, virtual capitol for the art of boxing in 
those days, they have been chasing championships in 
the ring. But they have had to beat two opponents 
most of the-time ... Their foe with gloves and racial 


prejudice. : 

Who was the first heavy- 
weight champion? Well we 
will pass along the infor- 
mation to you. He was the 
unofficial champ, ex-slave 
Tom Cribb in 1810 in England 
for 30 rounds. 

The “Yankee N....,"" as 
Britons called Molineaux, 
was deprived of the cham- 
pionship by foul tactics - con- 
nivance with the referee. 
Then 75 years later a boxer, 
whom many experts calt ‘the 
greatest fighter that ever 
lived,"". challenged the 
heavyweight championship. 
He was the one and only 
Peter Jackson from the West 
Indies, of whom the noted 
John L., Sullivan from Boston, 
Mass. once said: “! wouldn't 
step into the ring with that 
colored man.” 

Heavyweight champion 
Bob Fitzsimmons called 
Jackson the greatest fighter 
he had ever seen. Jackson, 
who turned down all bouts 
below the Mason and Dixon 
line, fought only four times in 
the United States, and then 
returned to Australia where 
he first won boxing fame. 

Another boxer, who rated 
as one of the top pugilists of 
all time, was Sam Langford, 
who fought heavyweights (in- 
cluding Jack Johnson whom 
he floored) when he was a 
middleweight. Johnson and 
Langford were trained by my 
Dad in Chelsea, Mass.

The great Frank always 
had been a star. Never had he 
hit less than 29 home runs in 
a season. Still, as ne ap- 
proached the 1961 baseball 
season, Frank felt he had to 
prove himself as a ballplayer 
and as a person. 

“After five years in the Na- 
tional League,” he says, “I 
had to prove myself all over 
again. A lot of people wanted 
proof that | was a major 
leaguer they could respect. 
They included kids in the 
bleachers, some of my own 
teammates and the general 
manager Dill Dewitt. 
Nineteen-sixty-one was the 
season | had to be good.” 

Frank proved he was good 
on the field as well as at the 
plate.
